l. . The trade policy of Poland was greatly affected by the change in the world 
coal market in January and February 1952,' The change was caused by an 
increase in ¢oal production in Germany of approximately five million tons 
and the de¢reased cost of the-transportation of American coal, 
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2. After the increase in the supply of coal, there was a considerable decreass 
in coal prices, In January and February 1952, Poland would not sell its 
coal for $22.00 a ton, Later, Belgian firms refused to purchase Polish coai 
for $18.00 a ton, During the crisis in Egypt the Trade Attache, Lutkiewioz, 
offered Polish :coal a 00 a ton to Egypt). This coal was to be sold 

The offer was not accepted, despite the evi~ 
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3. Prior to this, Poland apparently did not have a sufficient amount of coal 
to meet her international obligations and was constantly late in delivering 
coal to Western countries, It may be difficult to understand how Poland was 


suddenly able to offer coal to any buyer. Thigp could be explained as follows: 
Poland accumilated Jarge supplies of coal which she intended -to a 25X11
